MOURNING FOR MCKINLEY.- | 
Tho death of the President has aroused 
alncerest grief and sympathy throughout the 
entire islands. Governor Taft and General 
Chaffep have received telegrams of condolence 
from Boyal natives in all parts of the Archipe- 
Ingo! ‘Manila is draped in sombre crope- The 
Governnient: buildings were the first to display 
miourning and now tho Escolta and other: 
business sections of the oily sre putting away 
their varied colours beneath the prevailing black.’ 
All Goveroment officials and employeos are 
wearing bands of black on their sleeves and 
will continue to do so for thirty days.. The 
Governor's procamstion announcing the death 
of the Chief Exeentive was especially clear in 
explaining that the nation’s loss would -in 
no way interfere with the life of the Govern- 
ment or tho administration, either here or in 
‘Awerica. . However, already there are numerous 
reports circulating. among the -natiyes to tho 
effect that great changes may bo reasonably 
anticipated, Many Filipinor seem to think 
that as Bryan had the second number of votes 
at the lest election, be will succeed to the pre- 
sidency. A few mouths ogo this calamity 
would lave been an. excellent means for 
stirring up the insurrection, but that is 80 
crushed now that little or no disturbance ix 
jooked for. President Roosevelt's cabled as- 
aurance that he will follow closely up tho policy 
mapped out by MeKinley has been received 
with great satisfaction and pleasure, as upy

untold harm. The people have learned to feel 
complete confidence in the McKinley adminis- 
tration and they naturally dréad any alterations.
